I'he prisoners, said the judge, apparently 
were so well knpwn to the English police 
that they could wot hope to commit noes 
without detection, and they came over here 
with the avowed object of committing these 
ofionces. It must be a matter of great 
gratification to the citizens of Dublin to 
know that they had a detective force com- 
prised of the men of the ability of the four 
officers whom he had mentioned. The capture 
ot the prisoners was a piece of very fine 
detective work. They were captured on the 
eve of their departure for England, and all 
the stolen money and property had been 
recovered, 


HOUSE-OWNER’S LOSS. 


CONTRACTOR ACQUITTED OF 
THEFT CHARGES. 
Thomas Murphy, a building contractor, 
and John Willis, a labourer in his employ- 
ment, were charged on an indictment with 
having stolen 40 slates, 2 cwt. of lead, 24 
tues and four window sashes, the property of 
Francis C. Pollachy, in November - last. 
Murphy was also charged with receiving the 
goods knowing them to have been stolen. 
Mr. Finlay (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. G. O'Sullivan, 
T.D. (instructed by Mr. Michael Noyk, 
solicitor), defended. Messrs. G. Byrne and 
, Solicitors, watched the ease on behalf of 
Pollachy. 
Mr. Pollachy said that. he had agreed that 
urphy should carry out. work on a house 
he bought in Adelaide road. On 
November Ld about eighty slates were 
ir pped off and placed in the back garden 
with the ridge tiles and lead, and Murphy 
wid that he would change the old lead for 
ew and credit witness with the amount of 
the old lead. On the following morning he 
missed the tiles, slates and lead fiom the 
garden. Wiulis told him that he had taken 
them away on Mr., Murphy's instructions. 
Murphy later called his men to cease work, 
because he said the witness had accused him 
ot stealing. The witness. apologised, but 
warned both prisoners that if any article 
were taken away they would be charged in 
court for it. 
Subsequently the witness missed four 
window sashes which were set into the 
windows and were in proper working order. 
Qn December 4, with two Guards, he visited 
Murphy's yard at the back of Thomas street. 
and after a search they found a qnantityv of 
slates and tiles, and also the window sashes. 
He identified some of the articles found as 
his property. 
Guard Madden gave evidence of visiting 
Murphy's yard with Mr. Pollachv and 
finding about thirty slates concealed under 
pieces of old sheet iron, and the window 
sashes and tiles in other parts of the yard. 
Murphy said that the slates were his and 
that he had taken them off a house in 
Thomas street. Later, when Willis was 
being charged, Murphy said that he had told 
him to bring them from Mr. Pollachy’s house. 
Guard McSweeney corroborated. - 
lor the defence, Thomas Murphy gave evi- 
dence denying the charge, and said that at 
no time had he received slates, lead, or ridge 
tiles from Mr. Pollachv's house. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Finlay, the witness 
said that he was positive that the slates 
found in his yard were not Mr. Pollachv’s, 
and he told Mr. Pollachy so in the presence 
of the Guards. He told the Guards that any- 
thing that came from Mr. Pollachy’s came 
under the supervision of Mr. Pollachy and 
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with his knowledge. 


John Willis, the second prisoner, and James 
Maguire having given evidence, counsel 


addressed the jury and the judge summed up. 


The jury, after a few minutes’ absence, 


found the accused men not guilty, and they

OUND about the year 1890 Europe 

began to he flooded by an irrepressible 
spate of shtiling shockers concerning the 
death of the Crown Prince’ Rudolph of 
Austria. In the previous year the world 
had been shocked by his suicide in the 
company ®f a young and beautiful 
girl, under what euphemistically may 
be described as romantic cireuinstances. 
The truth of the matter never has been 
cleared up satisfactorily as far as the 
public is concerned; Official secrecy 
ensured this result. 

In this biography a large number of 
new sources of mformation have-been dis- 
closed, and an attompt is made to throw. 
a new light on the character pf the re- 
markable Rudolph. 

The world at large, in defantkt of. any 
definite facts, has delighted itself after its 
customary fashion by delving as deeply as 
possible into the mud. Its ,verdict has 
been that Rudolph was a maniacal and 
debauched erotic. Baron von Mitis has 
made a highly successful ‘attempt to show 
that this opinion was only partially true. 

He opens by describing the Prince's 
early years and his education, and by 
quoting from his youthful writings. He 
shows that he was a very complex 
character, a nervous and free-thinking 
personality. The traming of the Imperial 
Court made no allowance for new thought: 
the old shibboleths must be mstilled at all 
costs. In such cireles individuality had 
to be surrendered. 

Hence, though he managed to grow up 
an enthusiastic and original journalist 
and an ardent huntsman, the mental 
suppression left its mark, and the fact 
that the Royal Family had been inbred 
for generations assisted in making him 
abnormal. One suspects, as a matter of 
fact, that the Prince was a more unstable 
and unworthy character than his 
biographer allows. 

The book obviously is written by a man 
who is erring on the clement side. The 
greatest faults chronicled are the Prince's 
breaches of etiquette on the hunting field, 
and the habit of mind engendered by a 
life-long reverence for royalty leads Baron 
von Mitis to stress every possible excuse. 

Nevertheless, he 1s to be thanked for 
producing a work which will balance the 
extravagances of popular fanev. He does 
not clear up all the facts of the Prince's 
suicide or of the Prince’s relations with 
the other victim, the Baroness. Marie 
Vetsera, but at least he has written a 
book which will give the reader a more 
accurate imsight into. the character of 
Rudolph, the man.

& music, as in literature and painting, 

the forces of evolution continually dis- 
quiet us; for thev cannot be 
criticism based on the traditions which 
they reverse. Their explanation is to be 
sought in the times that produce them, 
and which they in turn reproduce. Thus it 
may be found most readily by comparison 
with the uevelopments of other contem- 
porary arts. 

This contention is borne out strongly in 
this critical appraisement of Stravinsky's 
musical output, where the parallel of 
atonality and cubism is upheld strikingly. 
Hardly is it necessary to say that it is the 
changes of style and development of 
Picasso that. serve to illustrate Stravin- 
sky’s growth--which they anticipate. The 
difference between Stravinsky and Schon- 
berg, aptly compared to that between 
Picasso and Kandinsky, is very interest 
ing to examine. 

Much of Stravinsky’s music suffers, as 
absolute music, from its association with 
the ballet—to which at the same time it 
owes much. Indeed, it was Diaghilev and 
his dancing spectacles that partly dictated 
the early works, incidentally crippling 
them in spite of their brilliant scoring. 
This little work deals with Stravinsky's 
output for the past twenty years, or from 
‘The Fire Bird’’ to the Capriccto, The 
minutia of detail are invaluable to both 
student and concert-goer. For instance 
‘* Les Noces,’’ scored for a chorus and 
four soloists, four pianos, a xylophone, and 
a battery of percussion, with its Russian 
folk-melodvy founded on Russian scales, 
‘where the groups of tritones sound 
foreign to Western European ears, and 
the absence of a leading note avoids the 
usual punctuative resolutions,’’ is meti- 
culously elucidated from its beginning to 
its extraordinary conclusion by two 
crotales and a bell where attention is 
focussed on the dramatic spacing. 

The problems raised by Stravinsky's vary- 
ing styles are diseussed fully, not lauded 
or condemned, and one gains a vivid im- 
pression of this bewildering product of the 
twentieth century.

Perhaps, he has 
added unnecessarily to the length of this 
closely packed book by a wealth of 
politica] facts, not always essential to the 
main theme.

The author will be credited naturally 
with taking the Roman Catholic side in 
bis version of what happened, but all his 
readers will be interested in his remarks 
on the number of bishops that accepted the 
Royal supremacy and the 
religion. ‘‘ Of the 27 ‘ Maria’ bishops 
then available,’ he says, ‘“‘ only eleven 
attended the Dublin Parliament of 1560, 
and of these seven accepted the Royal 
supremacy, while of only five of these can 
it be said that they accepted both 
supremacy and uniformity.” 

In his former volume Father Ronan, by 
spelling the word ‘‘ Reformation”’ always 
in inverted commas created a curious 
situation and might be said to have been 
begging the question. Inverted commas 
well may be used as a form of literary 
polemics ; they do not become the historian. 
We wondered what Father Ronan would 
do with counter-Reformation. Would he 
write counter-‘‘ Reformation’’? In this 
volume we are glad to find that Reforma- 
tion 1s not in inverted commas, but the 
words .‘‘reform,’’ or ‘‘reform’’ bishops 
continue to be embellished thus. Surely 
Father Ronan would lose nothing ip 
argument if he abided by the customary 
use of words like “ Reformation,’’ the 
meaning of which everybody knows. 

The book is a great storehouse of facts, 
but, in our opinion, errs on the side of 
prolixity, and would be more effective if it 
confined itself to the ecclesiastical theme.

remembered as the inventor of

Addressing me, he said, “ You must know, 
sir, that I am a gentleman who has run 
through a plentiful estate in schemes for 
the public good ; and though some of them 
through the inattention of the great have 
miscarried, vet [I have at length hit upon 
which will return me tenfold the 
income I have parted with; and that you. 
in vour judgment. will determine when I 
explain if to you. In the more gay and 
happy hours of my life I studied music 
as an amusement. and am, perhaps, the 
best: master of harmony in the whole 
world.’ “” 

Ile engaged Pilkington to sing at: his 
first concert. to he held in the Tailors’ 
Vall; hat a Judicrous incident prevented 
this entertainment from being held. This 
is how Pilkington describes it: ‘* About 
three hours before the concert was to 
bevin Poekrich went to range and tune 
his glasses, when unfortunately, stepping 
out tor some water, a large, unmannerlv 
entered and upset the glasses and 
strewed the ground with glittering frag- 
ments.’’ 
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CONCERTS IN DUBLIN. 


Tn 1743 and 1744 Pockrich gave concerts 


and exhibited the powers of the musica! 
Dublin. These concerts were 
so successful that he made a tour in 
England. where his efforts as an enter- 
tainer were much appreciated. Still 
obsessed with his plans and projects, he 
offered himself as a candidate for Parlia- 
ment in 1749. In his address to thie 
electors of Dublin he recognises that his 
candidature is “a canse of merriment,’’ 
and makes no doubt that ‘‘ my present 
aitempt to serve my country will be 
frustrated.”” Yet he says: “TÍ am not 
insensible that undertakings that deviate 
from the Wheaten roads of practice are 
often treated as ehimerical .. .. Henre 
those prejudicés, difficulties and dis- 
‘couragements that have «atiended ny 
several attempts. ....tT1 have passed 
‘through a variety of scenes and found.

PREMIER'S HAPPY REFERENCE. 


Now that the Prime Minister has 
broken the silence of weeks, his flow of 
language is as eloquent as ever, and the 
people generally are greatly interested in 
what he has to say. He was in generous 
mood when speaking at the annual re- 
union of the Roval Ulster Rifles Associa- 
tion the other night, and made a happy 
reference to the Free State. The prosperity 
of the whole of Ireland was what everv 
true Irishman desired, Lord Craigavon 
said; for they were close. neighbours, 
North and South, and were linked together 
by the fact that numberless men loyal to 
the Crown and Constitution were living 
in the Free State as part of the Empire. 
The prosperity that came to Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland would be all the 
greater if it went hand-in-hand with 
prosperity in the southern and western 
counties. 

With regard to the industrial situation.

certain as to the proper remedy for 
depression. He is a strong believer in 
safeguarding, but thinks that the advocacy 
of such a policy all at once should not be 
allowed to defeat the Conservative Party, 
as it might very well do.

Tf this 
principle was valid in relation to the Muni 
cipal Council of Dublin, why then not in 
relation to every other local government 
body in the country, and even to the Dail 
itself? There was just as strong a case for 
giving special privileges for election to the 
Dail as to the Municipal Council. ‘ Does 
this,’ asked Mr, Lemass. “ foreshadow 
a commercial register for election jo this 
House *”’ 

If the presence of business men on the 
Council was essential, then their presence in 
the Dail was equally essential. The whole 
principle behind this section was that ad- 
ministrative ability in the individual in- 
creased or decyeased according to his wealth. 
Business men were never hesitant in coming 
forward for election, and they never failed to 
get a due share oí representation on the 
Corporation. 

FAILURES IN POLITICS. 

The fact was, however, that business men 
were failures in politics. That had been 
their experience, and it had been the ex- 
perience of England during the war, and also 
In America. 3usiness men as a class weré 
proved to be more corrupt than any other 
class in the community. It was true that 
they did not take small bribes, but it was 
done on a bigger scale. Business men, with 
few exceptions, only sought election to serve 
some elass or business interest. 

The proposal to créate this register was an 
undemocratie and retrograde step, and no 
case had been made out for it. Democracy 
had not been a falture. They believed that 
it was worth trying still as a method of 
Government, as it had not been superseded by 
any better method. 

LIMITED COMPANIES’ POSITION. 

Mr. GOOD (Independent, Dublin County) 
said that, in fact, the major portion of the 
businesses of to-day consisted of limited 
liability companiés Would Deputy Lemass 
show him how any one of these companies 
got any return for the taxes which they 
paid, except that an individual direetor got 
the privilege of the franchise as an individual 
ratepayer who held the property qualification 
in the eity? He challenged Deputy Lemass 
to give him any instance of any limited 
liability company that got representation in 
retarn for the taxes which the company paid. 
Guirmess did not get a single vote for the 
enormous volume of taxes which they paid; 
neither did Jacobs. Was it fair that these 
people should, by reason of thie fact that 
they. were limited liability companies, be 
distranchised—hecause that was what il 
amounted to. Every country felt that people 
who were taxed should get representation in 
some form, and this was the particular form 
the Minister took to give such representation 
here. He hoped that the Honse would be 
ho party fo taking a large volume of taxes 
from business me. and giving them no repre- 
sentation. 

Mr. OCONNOR (Government, Dublin 
County) testified to the great assistance given 
by business men on Pembroke Urban Council. 

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’) said that 
his party were opposed to the section because 
they thonght that it was unnecessary. There 
were three organised parties witlr machinery 
ior getting at the voters in Cork City; yet, 
out of twenty-one members of the Council, 
Fianna Fail got three, Labour two and 
Cumann na nGaedheal three. <All the other 
seats were won by business men and Inde 
pendents. 

DUBLIN’S SPECIAL POSITION. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that if they saw 
business men on the Cofk Municipal Council 
they should not understand from that fact 
that the people responsible for paying the 
rates im Cork were getting the just repre. 
sentation that they were entitled to. Deputy 
Flinn knew that it was a fact that Senator 
Dowdall—a prominent Cork citizen, who 
helped to keep the life-blood of Cork flowing 
because he had a business running there 
was not eligible either to be a voter or a 
member of the Cork Connéil under the 
present system. 

Deputies should keep in mind the fact that 
there was adult suffrage in the case of Parlia- 
ment, and representation in local government 
was based on the principle of having a vote 
because one paki rates. They should re 
member that a great number of people carry 
ing on bustness in Dublin lived outside the 
city, and therefore had not even the ordinary 
local government franchise for the eity. 
Dublin City was m a special position in 
relation to this matter—otherwise he woul 
apply the system forthwith to Cork—beat he 
was very glad to hear from the representative 
for Cork City that the non-application of it 
to Cork had not. in bis opinion, done any 
great injustice to the ertizens. Dublin could 
not exist without businesses carried on in it, 
Which provided the city’s life-blood.

ENCOURAGING INDUSTRY. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin. 84.) 
in supporting the section, said that Dublin 
as a whole was non-industrial, and indus- 
trialists ought to be encouraged to come to 
the country. He believed that if they were 
given a reasonable voice in the matter of the 
taxatign of the city they would be encouraged 
to come here and set up business. Labour 
ond Fianna Fail expressed great anxiely for 
democracy, but he thought that their fond. 
ness for democracy was for that section of 
the cominunity that was the mest easily 
eulled and the most easily deceived. In 
Cork where there was a !ot of native shrewd 
ness there was a reaction against the 
politician, and that explained the failure of 
the politicians to contro! the Conneil there 

Mr. Mack NTEE (F.F.. Dublin Co.) said 
that the preposal was not giving representa- 
tion to manuiaciuring interests, but merely 
giving greater representation to distributors. 

Mr. COBURN (Netional League. Louth) 
said that the mujoritvy of members of 
public hoards consisied of business men 
and they were elected by the votes of the 
ordinary working class. His chief objection 
to this section is that it would rather keep 
the business men away from intercourse with 
the ordinary type of people, and he was 
anxious that that should not be so. 

THE DECAY OF POLITICS. 

The people of the Free State would not 
elect any man on the political ticket unless 
he had other great characteristics. 

Mr. GOOD—That is very hard on the three 
big parties here.

NATIONAL 
CONTROL. 


Mr. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Boro’) moved 
‘That the Dail is of opinion that steps 
should be taken by the Execative Conneil to 
frame a scheme of national control whieh will 
provide adequate safeguards for the Saorstat 
milling industry, and for the consuming pub 
ie.” 

He said that he believed that the Govern- 
ment were actttated by tone but the hest 
fuotives in connection with this matter. He 
vas not opposed tu the finaticteg of frist 
enterprise by foreign capital, when Irish 
capiialists had neither the enterprise nor the 
pluck to finance those coficertis themselves, 
He preferreé foreign capita) to no capital 
at all, and would prefer to see employment 
eredted by caretul business management, no 
matter where the capital cane trom, rather 
than have nnemiploy merit brought about by 
bad business methods. 

The Millers’ Mutual Association which 
had been formed in Great Britain had re- 
suited if ninety-five per cent. of the mills 
in that country being rationalised, Under 
that scheme output was restricted im mich 
& wey that in four-and-a-lialf days the mis 
could produce as . much flour as 
would supply the needs of Great 
britain, leaving the other one-and-a-half 
days to manufacture flour for dumping into 
this country. Recent happenitigs im the Irish 
milling industry had fesulted in the taking 
over by outside fitins ote of the most mm 
portant flomwe milling institations fh this 
-ountry, namely, Messrs. Bannatyne, which 
represented about thirty per cent. of the flour 
trade of the Saorstat. There were well. 
fotmded ramours that another important 
firitish firm was throwing longing eyes on 
this side with «a view to appropriating

NOTHING TO WITH TARIFS. 


Tarifts had no relation whatever to this | 
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question. He believed. that if a tariff had 
been imposed om flour it would have been 
still more attractive to those combines to 
extend their activities to this country. He 
had some doubts about the genuineness of 
some Irish millers when looking for a tariff. 
Objection had also been made to State 
contro! of any kind, but Mr. Hogan, Minister 
for Agriculture, speaking on the Creamery 
Act in 1928, had stated that “no factory 
dealing with milk products can be set up 
without the consent of the Department.” 
Here they had a form of State control clearly 
indicated. and if they substituted '“ flour 
for ‘‘miik’’ they would subscribe to more 
than thiee-fourths of what was in his motion. 

They should carefully distinguish between 
the entrance of a foreign firm to set tp an 
entirely new industry and an invasion to 
smash an existing industry. It was up to 
them, as representatives of the people, and 
primarily to the Government, to choose 
between the flour milling industry being con- 
trolled by and from Liverpool or by the 
Government of the Free State. 

There were in the Free State, so far as his 
information went, forty-three milling plants. 
Of these, fourteen were silent and two were 
burned. This left twenty-seven, and of these 
some were working half-time, and some even 
on quarter time. He believed that some 
mills were not working at all. The mulls 
that were working to-day produced, roughly, 
one million sacks of flour, and he understood 
that to meet the requirements of the Free 
State two million sacks would require to be 
produced, Thus they were producing fifty 
per cent. and importing the other fifty per 
cent. He would suggest that if the milling 
plants got the chance they would develop, 
and would be prepared to produce seventy- 
five.per cent. of the requirements of the 
population. ‘The Government should form a 
scheme of national control. such a scheme 
being in operation in other countries. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, feix-Offaly) for- 
mally seconded the motion. 

Mr. FLINN (E.F., Cork Borough) said 
that of the total of the flour used in Ireland 
fifty per cent. was imported. and they sug- 
gested that any foreign miller coming in and 
taking possession of or building an Irish 
mill should mill flour ont of the imported 
and not out of the home-produced quota. 

He appealed to Ministers and Deputies to 
treat this matter as a big national issue, and 
not to drag it inte the polluted channels of 
party politics. It was a matter fraught with 
serious consequences for the country, 

It was of the highest importance that the 
particular industry of mulling should be 
internally owned and controlled. They should 
face the fact that the attack on the industry 
had only commenced, but the attack could 
be met without any great difficulty if it were 
not allowed to extend to a much wider area, 
mt Which H would be more steadily entrenched 
at a later period, 3 

THREE MILLS FOR SALE. 

He was In a position to say that three 
mills could be bought out with Irish capital 
for the purpose of forming a scheme of 
national control if the Government were pre- 
pared to put their support behind the move- 
nent and call together. Irish miflers and say 
that, subject to their entering into a system 
ot national control, in which there would be 
absolute cast-iron and water-tight safeguards 
lor the benefit of the consumers, they would 
stand behind them in whatever was necessary 
fo get the indusiry reconstituted on a national 
basis. 

Mr. EGAN (Govt., Cork Borough) said 
that the motion was ufnécessury because it 
was clear to the meanest intelligence that 
were the danger an actual fact it would have 
been seen by the Government, who had the 
information, intelligence and patriotism to 
grapple with such a problem.

LABOUR PROPOSAL NOT 
JUSTIFIED. 
Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 


that rt seemed to him that the most im 
portant thing in eonnection with the futere 
of the milling industry was that mills should 
operate here, and that tmployment should 
be given here. If that was so, the question 
of whe owned the mills, while by no means 
negligible, was very definitely of secondary 
importance. He had said before that whole- 
sale control of their manufacturing indus- 
tries by people not citizens of the country, 
people living outside, would be a had thing; 
but, on the other hand, control of some of 
their industries by such people was no 
serions matter, and was probably no harm 
at all. It was really a question of balance. 

‘Tf all oue industries are controlled hy 
juisiters.”’ he went on. ‘“ it means that the 
industrial initiative in the eountty will be 
lost, and certain prospective growth will dis- 
appear and a variety of economic Tl results 
will follow. On the other hand, the coming 
it of certain foreign firms’ here may be a 
stimulus, and will in many cases lead to 
speedier development, and, perhaps, to 
development that would not come at all 
without the coming in of foreign firms.’’ 

The Minister went on to say that he did 
not see that it was any more important or 
necessary that every flour mill should be 
owned by Saorstat citizens than any other 
industry There were indusiries in which 
It would be very much more lin- 
portant to take steps ta ensure 
that they were owned by  Saorstat 
citizens than the  fleur-milling = industry. 
He thought that there was no danger how. 
and was never going to be any likehhood 
that fionr millers in this country would grow 
in stich a Way as to provide a large export 
trade; consequently they were not in any 
danger if mills here were branch mills of a 
for@ien firm of losing prospeets of ihfustrial 
development that they would have if they 
were independent mills which might develop 
a large export market. 

“ FOREIGN GAPITAL.”’ 

In fact, he could not see, and he would not 
like to see, all their flour mills owned from 
outside; but, getting dewn te the funda- 
mentals, even if all of them were owned by 
outside firms, he did not see that it world 
necessarily be m the nature of a national 
/ lamity. He did not see that it would have 
any other effeet than a general damp'ng down 
of initiative that wonld come*from having no 
native at all at the head of an industry of a 
nerticnlar type. So long as seme margin of 
ihe Saerstat requirements had to be made up 
by importation, then the price of all the flour 
gsjdj in the country was dome to be reer. 
lated hy the price of the imported flour, he 
eauss the Irish millers world quite properly 
charge the prices they could get, and that

WOULD MEAN DEARER BREAD. 

Mr. BLYTHE proeceéded to say that it 
was proposed to set up a Saorstat monopoly, 
bet there was no reason for thinking that, the 
wititude of this monopoly towards the con- 
sumer was going to be differettt from the 
attitude of an external mienopoly. He 
thought that it was perfeetiy clear that if 


the seheme tecommended were adopted the 
prices to the consumer here would go up.

There are signs that the port of Dublin 
hopes to assail Belfast’s command of sea- 
going trafic. Genuine rivalry will arise 
only when the South of Ireland becomes 
industrialised and raw material for her 
industries requires quick transport. In 
addition to the ordinary necessities of 
civilisation, Belfast beckons raw material 
form every part of the world, and 
despatches her finished goods over the 
seven seas, whereas Dublin’s output—with 
some notable exceptions—requires com- 
munication only with England.

Samoa, 


For a century aíter Bougainville's visit 
to Samoa, in 1768, poets and philosophers 
hailed the group of islands as an earthly 
paradise.. When Robert Louis Stevenson 
settled there, in 1889, baneful traces of 
the white men’s intrusion already were 
manifest. Conscienceless traders corrupted 
a people whose natural wealth had defied 
avarice. Degraded whites, whose sole 
purpose was commercial advantage, 
fJeeced the natives under the banner of 
Christianity. So bad has been the white 
man’s example that the natives, originally 
complacent and peaceable, have learned to 
despise and to resent his dominion ; and 
the recent outbreaks in Samoa are the 
result of a century’s smouldering dislike.

SUGGESTED SCHEME OF 
PROTECTION. 
—- ¢ — 


The following twelve points of a suggested 
scheme for the protection and development 
of the Irish flour-milling and wheat-growing 
industries have been provisionally approved 
by the Irish Grain Growers’ Association, 
and are to be submitted for ratification to 
a general meeting at Dublin, on 8th May :'— 

(1) Wheaten flour to be admitted to 
An Saorstat only under licence, to be issued 
by a permanent Joard for Commission) of 
persons set up expressly for this and kindred 
purposes. | 

(2) All persons or firms wishing to import 
wheaten flour to make application for a 
licence to do so; to state in the application 
the quantity it is proposed to import, the 
area to be served, and the approximate date 
of importation. 

(3) All interested parties to have, if they 
so desire, a right to appear before the 
Board in opposition to the granting of the 
licence. 

(4) The Board to have power, after hearing 
the applicants and the opposition, to grant 
the application in whole or part; to refuse 
the application, or to defer the issue of 
the licence, or to otherwise rule on the ap- 
plication as the exigencies of the situation 
might demand. 

(5) Each miller of wheaten flour in An 
Saorstat to be obliged to enter into con- 
tracts, of three years’ duration in the first 
instance, with wheat-growers for delivery at 
his mill of definite quantities of home-grown 
wheat of milling quality, at the contract 
price of 28s. per barrel if delivered by 3lst 
December, increasing one penny per barrel 
per week to date of delivery after that 
date. 

(6) Millers to supply the seed wheat or 
specify the variety to be grown, but no 
variety to be supplied or specified which is 
not in the list of wheats approved by the 
Board of Cultivation in Saorstat Eireann. 

(7) Growers to be free to contract for any 
number of acres they feel competent to cul- 
tivate. 

(8) If, after making reasonable efforts, a 
miller fails to secure contracts for delivery 
of home-grown wheats, he may, On brining 
the facts before the. Beard, be exempt from 
the condition laid down in Paragraph 5 here- 
of. 3 

(9) Millers to be free to use any home- 
grown wheat supplied under contract in any 
manner they choose. 

(10) No restrictions to be placed during the 
first three years on the importation of foreign 
wheats, and millers to be at liberty to pur- 
chase their requirements as heretofore. 

(11) No restrictions to be placed on the 
distribution of home-milled flour. and millers 
to be at liberty to sell where and how they 
wish. :

The following communiqué was issued 
at St. James’s Palace last evening :—

heads of delegations on Friday morning.”’ 

The Association learns in well] 
informed circles, that the plenary meeting 
probably will take place on Tuesday, 
and this will mark, to all intents and 
purposes, the close of the Conference. 
The actual drafting of a skeleton five- 
Power treaty has begun. The idea of the 
plenary meeting is to clear things up and 
enable delegates who so desire to leave the 
Conference befére Faster. 

A very strong effort is being made to 
wind up the Conference entirely before 
Easter, and to that end a meeting of 
heads of delegations has been ealled at St. 
James’s Palace for this morning. 

It is understood that the treaty which 
will emerge from the Conference will take 
the form of that outlined to the French 
and Italian delegations by Mr. Stimson, 
Mr. Morrow and Mr. Gibson yesterday. 
The general idea is that it shall be a five- 
Power treaty, but certain clauses in it— 
those affecting the three-Power agree- 
ment—will be signed only by the repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain, America and 
Japan. The Conference thus will have 
secured a live-Power treaty, perhaps, not 
of a very effective kind in terms of dis- 
armament, and the Europetn situation 
remains to be improved later. This will 
mean negotiations through the ordinary 
diplomatic channels between France and 
Italy on French tonnage figures and the 
Italian claim to parity with France.

The deputies returned to the discussion 
of the Greater Dublin Bull yesterday with 
about as much enthusiasm as is displayed 
by lodgers in a cheap boarding-house when 
Sunday’s joint reappears on Wednesday 
as cottage pie. The bill is essentially 
municipal, and there is an intangible 
quality about all things municipal which 
militates against fine, crashing, political 
oratory, and awes the most audacious 
quipster into decorous silence, 

The chief bone of contention yesterday 
vas the proposed commercial register, 
which would give the business community 
the right to nominate five out of thirty- 
five members of the City Council. 


BUSINESS AND POLITICS. 

The leader of Labour spoke of the 
‘superior contempt’’ with which a 
section of the business community re- 
carded anyone engaged in municipal 
politics. If the principle were sound, why 
should this special provision be confined 
to Dublin, and not. be applied equally to 
Cork and Galway? But the principle was 
not sound—it was reactionary and un- 
democratic. Why should our merchant 
princes and captains of industry have to 
be enticed to the hustings with extra votes, 
Had they no civic pride? 

Deputy Davin, with great perspicuity, 
perceived the cloven hoof of Deputy Good 
in the clause ander discussion. ‘I call 
the business man the unpaid ,rate 
collector,’ he said, and went on to 
speculate on the words a certain Alderman 
Cosgrave would have used had the British 
attempted such legislation in the old, un- 
happy, far-off days. “ Words would have 
failed him.” 

‘‘ Now I could use language,’’ he went 
on, but was interrupted by a roar of 
laughter, through which he was faintly 
understood to remark ‘‘ which would 
dainn the bill in a very few words.” 


ALL PARTIES NEEDED. 

Somewhat nettled by some of Mr. 
Davin’s allusions to business mn, Mr. 
J. J. Byrne rose with the remark: ‘‘ The 
LaLour gentleman who has just sat 
down ”’ which brought forth another 
hilarious outburst. Labour’s speeches were 
‘fall fun and fury,” according to Mr. 
Byrne. 

The President explained that the clause 
was an endeavour to associate business 
with the management. All shades of 
opinion had their place in the State, and 
‘one party is as essential as another.”’ 

‘And a lot more so,” interrupted 
Deputy Bolanc, in tones of unshakeable 
conviction. 

The speech of Deputy Lemass must have 
conjured up visions of forgotten youthful 
debating societies in the minds of many 
of his hearers. ‘‘ That, in the opinion of 
this House, business is incompetible with 
politics.”” He made a very good case. 
‘Business men have been a failure in 
politics—as a class they have been proved 
more corrupt than any other—they were 
responsible for the recent Government 
scandals in Ameriea, and had. caused the 
downfall of the Coalition Government in 
England. They. thought only in terms of 
profits and balance-sheets. while the 
politician dealt with principles. A business 
man does not know what a principle is.” 

After Deputy O’Connor had delivered a 
difident defence of tenement owners the 
House divided, and the business men got 
their votes after all. 


SWEEPSTAKES BILL GOES RACK. 
The Hospital Sweepstakes Bill then 
made a brief appearance, but failed to 
make any progress. The Minister for 
Justice spoilt many promising movements 
on the part of its supporters. He produced 
difficulty after difficulty with the dexterity 
of a professional conjurer, and ‘‘ stone- 
walled ”’ like a county cricketer. Dejectedly 
the proposers of the bill took it back.to 
Committee. 
MINISTER AND THE FLOUR MILLS. 
In a lengthy speech, Deputy Anthony 
asked the Dail to take steps to safecuard| 
the Free State flour milling industry. An 
English ‘*‘ combine” had designs on the 
Irish mills, and might buy them all up 
and close them all down. But the 
Minister for Finance was not impressed. 
Even if the mills passed into foreign con- 
trol, it would not involve any more danger 
to the citizens and those in the trade 
than at present. The Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce said that, if and 
when any danger became imminent, he 
would take drastic steps. He alluded to 
the attitude of Labour in refusing to allow 
up-to-date machinery for the handling of 
grain to be installed at the different ports. 
He obviously did not believe that the 
Saxon wolf was at the Free State door.

“ IL is impossible properly to under- 
stand the present situation in the Irish 
flour milling industry, unless the nature 
of the competition against which it has to 
contend is understood also,” a well-known 
Irish miller told an Irish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday. 

‘“It was a misunderstanding of this 
vital question,’’ he preceeded, “ which 
largely determined the attitude of the 
Tariff Commission in their report on the 
proposed tariff on flour. In paragraph 75 
of their report they said: ' We believe 
that, although many mills are suffering 
from the present keen competition from 
imported flour, and have to strain every 
nerve to keep their place in the market, 
this competition is not so intense as to 
threaten the industry here with extinction. 

“It is true that some of the less 
efficient and less fortunately situated mil!s 
may have to close, but the others wil! 
survive.’ Yet the highly-equipped port 
mills have been unable to establish their 
position. The port mill in Dublin, which 
the Commissioners visited and declared to 
be modern and well equipped in every re- 
spect, has rarely worked full time. 


' THE ENGLISH MILLER. 

“Tt is not a question of efficiency, but 
of the condition under which English 
millers buy their wheat, and the nature 
of the English demand. By being able to 
purchase entire cargoes, and by special 
freight facilities, English millers are able 
to buy their wheat at Is. or 1s. 6d. a 
quarter cheaper. But, what is more im- 
portant, the English market consumes a 
quality of flour of a lower grade than the 
Irish market demands. The English 
miller is then able to sell high grade flour 
in Ireland at a price with which the Irish 
miller, unless protected by their situation 
as an inland mill, cannot compete. 

“The statement, that ‘ some of the least 
efficient and less fortunately situated mills 
may have to close down, but the others 
will survive,’ does not represent the facts. 
Efficiency will not save the Irish 
miller.~ The issue is not whether or 
no we can wait until ‘ efficient’ Imsh 
mills can eliminate the inefficient and 
stand up to English competition, but 
whether the flour that Ireland consumes 
is to be milled in this country or in 
England.”’ 


MILLING IN IRELAND. 

Referring to the advantages which would 
result from our flour being milled in this 
country, our informant said:— 

‘“At present we mill 1,489,220 sacks per 
annum in this country. The total con- 
sumption of flour is 2,900,000 sacks. If 
our mills were working to full capacity 
we could produce 2,600,000 ,and if the 
Irish miller were given any encourage- 
ment, in a short time the total flour con- 
sumption of this country could easily be 
supplied by the Free State mills. 

“The costs of manufacture of 2,900,000 
sacks and the resulting gross profits which 
would be spent in this country instead of 
in England would be £1,320,534, as is 
shown from the following figures :-- 
(70%) 2.900.000 sacks flour at

STOCKS OF CEREALS. 

““In the second’ place, there 
always be a stock of at least three months’ 
cereals in this country in time of crisis. 
Even if oue supplies of wheat were not 
crown at home we have then a large 
reserve of wheat and corn, and mills 
available to grind. wheat which could be 
crown at home to meet the emergency. 
~ “ Tyish mills make possible the growing 
of wheat, and home-grown wheat means a 
distribution of mills in country districts, 
thus preventing a concentration of the 
industry in urban areas. Further country 
mills would provide offals near at hand 
to the farmer. 

RATIONALISATION. 

“This was the position of the Irish 
flor. milling industry before ie rationalisa- 
tion of the English flour mills altered the 
situation. This scheme, by relieving the 
intensity of internal competition between 
the English millers, has greatly benefited 
their industry, and put them in a still 
stronger position to export their surplus 
production to the Irish market. Trish 
millers are left with the alternative ol 
joining the English Millers’ Mutual 
Association or being exposed to a more 
vigorous competition. 

‘‘Treland’s flour imports are now more 
than twice those of any other European 
country in proportion to her consumption, 
and she is now the only country in Europe 
outside of England which is not safe- 
guarded. She is the most convenient 
market for the rationalised English 
millers. If the Irish millers enter the 
English Association, England secures 50 
per cent. of the flour trade of the Irish 
Free State in perpetuity; 26 per cent. of 
the remaining 50 per cent. is controlled 
by an English firm who have purchased 
mills in Limerick, Cork and Clara. 

THE IMPORTANT POINT. 

“Trish millers have exhausted capital 
and reserve in the struggle in which 
neither efficiency nor initiative could save 
them. Surely they cannot. be accused of 
acting against the public interests in this 
struggle, or of sinister designs on the 
consumer, when they ask the Government 
to assist them. While there is an obvious 
duty on the Government to protect the 
industry, the consumers’ interes might 
be protected by some form of control of 
the industry by the Government, 

“At the moment the fact of prime im- 
portance is that the interests of both the 
public and the millers are identical, and 
that, unless some scheme is hammered out 
to save the industry, the Free State will 
lose something more than the millers who 
have tried to fight their battle.”

Mr. Gandhi did not move from ‘his 
headquarters to-day. For the first time 
since he began his long march from 
Ahmedabad, just a month ago, he con- 
lessed to feeling the strain, and instead 
of proceeding on his ‘‘ whirlwind cam- 
paign ” he rested in a bungalow. 
Disappointed crowds waiting at the 
village of Karadi, four miles from the 
coast, were officially informed that Mr. 
Gandhi was indisposed, and they sought 
consolation in collecting salt on their own 
account. 

_ CEASELESS ACTIVITY. 

_ It is small wonder that Mr. Gandhi 
is in need of rest. Political considera- 
tions apart, a march of 200 miles at a 
time when the hot weather is having a 
preliminary canter. is a severe test for 
the physique of a man well into the 
sixties, especially when attended by the 
continual excitement of the present cam- 
paign. 

Moreover, I have seen for myself Mr. 
Gandhi suffering from that dangerous 
state of nerves when a man cannot bear 
inaction for a moment. At the end of his 
march he refuses to rest. He gives inter- 
views to Visitors, dictates articles for 
Young India, or calls in his lieutenants 
for a consultation; and all the time his 
interminable spinning-wheel goes r 
aa cee | g-wheel goes round 

REFUTATION OF A SPEECH. 

The Mahatma took advantage of the 
enforced lulls in his campaign to-day to 
issue a truly astonishing refutation of the 
speech at the village of Aat on Tuesday. 
Mr. Gandhi now complains plaintively 
that the Press did not appreciate the true 
spirit of the speech. When he exhorted 
his volunteers to ‘‘ resist the confiscation 
of salt from your grip, even if blood is 
spilt,” he did not convey that resistance 
meant violence, or even retaliation. He 
advised his followers to hang on to their 
salt as long as possible, “ even if blood is 
drawn while the police are assaulting their 
defenceless victims.’’ a 

But that was all. As to the provocative 
statement, that police insults to women 
would inflame the whole of India, Mr. 
Gandhi propounded the ingenious theory 
that there were various degrees of inflama- 
tion. The country, he said, would be 
inflamed, but not necessarily inflamed to 
acts of violence. That was the kind of 
inflamation he referred to. “ There is no 
departure from my creed of non-violence,”’ 
Mr. Gandhi concluded. ‘‘ The greater the 
barbarity of the Government—and I re- 
gard this snatching of salt from civil 
resisters as a piece of barbarity—the 
greater will be my call for self-suffering.’’ 

THE FIRST BACKWARD STEP. 

The really important point in to-day’s 
news lies not so much in the text of Mr 
Gandhi’s statement, which may be taken 
exactly as its face value, but in the fact 
that it is definitely the first backward 
step he has made since leaving his Ashra:n 
(seminary). Fer the last four weeks he 
has been becoming more extreme, both in 
word and in deed, every day. Even his 
own followers gasped when they heard the 
Aat speech. 

Now for the first time he has retired, 
and if his retirement is so clumsily 
executed as to be unworthy of the subtle 
strategist that he is, it is none the less 
significant on that account 

SPREAD OF THE MOVEMENT. 

One thing is clear. Whatever the result 
of the movement may be so far as it con- 
cerns Mr. Gandhi himself, it is spreading 
across India with a rapidity that is dis- 
turbing to say the very least. Within the 
last twenty-four hours there have been 
arrests or other incidents directly arising 
from the illegal collection or manufacture 
of salt, not only im a dozem places in the 
Bombay Presidency, but—to take a few 
examples at random—at Cawnpore, in the 
Central Province; at Lahore, in fie 
Punjab, at Patna, in Bihar, and Orissa, 
at Beawar in Central India; at Chingleput, 
in Madras, and finally at New Delhi 
itself,

THE CHURCH AND THE 
MOVEMENT. 

The Times Rome Correspondent tele- 
graphs:—A Vatican news agency declares 
that the Gandhi movement is being fol- 
lowed with particular interest by the Holy 
See because of the effects it might have 
on the position of the Roman Catholic 

Church. 

According to this news 
ecclesiastical authorities are anxious to 
prevent resistance to foreign political 
domination from becoming opposition to 
the Roman Catholic religion, which can 
very easily reconcile itself to the 
legitimate aspirations of nations to 
acquire their ‘ndependence. 

Consequently, it is stated that the 
Roman Catholic Church is not prepared 
to take up a position contrary to the 
Gandhi movement, in so far as that move- 
ment seeks to win political autonomy, 
but only to oppose the tendency which it 
is said has been manifested to create, 
with the establishment of a Government 
composed of Indians, a situation of oppres- 
sion of, or inferiority for, Roman 
Catholicism.

KALININ’S ADVICE. 

In a message from Riga vesterday, The 
Times Correspondent says :—A_ conference 
held in Moscow by the Commissariat ol 
Agriculture of the U.S.8.R. to consider the 
progress of the sowing campaign has recom- 
mended the Government temporarily to re- 
instate the peasants recently dispossessed 
under the Anti-Kulak (well-to-do-peasant) 
policy, especially in the Ukraine, the 
Northern Caueasus and Transcaspia. 

As the Collectivisation Degree forbids 
collective farmers to give up land once they 
have taken it, it would be diffi- 
cult to restore to the peasants the 
land they formerly cultivated. The 
reinstated easants must, therefore, be 
given other ad. and the State must miake 
individual cultivation possible by. placin 
horses, implements and seeds at the disposa 
of each peasant requiring them. The Con- 
ference has also urged the Government to 
act. quickly, as otherwise it will be late even 
for the late spring sowing. 

Kalinin, senior chairman of the Central 
Executive Committee of the U.8.S.R., in a 
speech to the Plenary Conference of the 
Leningrad Soviet on the food supply problem, 
reproved citizens for ‘‘ continually asking 
whether it is not yet possible to increase 
food rations, especially of milk for children 
and of meat for workmen.”’

DECISION OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL 


BRAY CASE. 


PORTION OF SUPREME COURT 
ORDER DISCHARGED.

LONDON, Thursday. 

The Lord Chancellor (Lord Sankey), 
and Lords Blanesburgh, Hanworth, 
Tankerton and Russell of Killowen, 
sitting as a Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, to-day made known their 
decision in the appeal from a judgment 
of the Supreme Court of the Irish Free 
State by the Performing Right Society, 
Limited, arising out of an action the 
appellants brought against the Urban 
District Council of Bray for alleged in- 
fringement of copyright in two musical 
works, entitled “ Venus on Earth’’ and 
‘* Lilac Time,” performed by a band hired 
by them at Bray on August llth, 1926, 
to play on the Esplanade at Bray. 

The appellants won their case in the 
first instance, but on appeal the Supreme 
Court reversed the decision of the trial 
judge. Hence the appeal to the Privy 
Council. 

The question to be decided was whether 
the Copyright Act of 1911 was in force 
at the time of the alleged infringement 
of the appellants’ copyright. 


THE LORD CHANCELLOR. 
The Lord Chancellor delivered judg- 
ment. He said the case raised questions 
as to the effect of the Treaty between 


Great Britain and Ireland, the Constitu-’ 


Irish Free State, and 
the enactments consequent thereon, 
and as to the validity and effect 
of certain sections of the ' Com- 
mercial and Industrial Property Protec- 
tion Act,” passed by the Oireachtas in 
1927. The learned judge of the first 
instance decided in favour of the 
appellants, and granted the injunc- 
tion asked for. On appeal to the 
Supreme Court, that Court directed 
that notice of the appeal, stating 
t'e constitutional questions involved. 
should be served upon the Attorney- 
General, and he was represented by 
counsel, who appeared and argyed on his 
behalf. The Supreme Court reversed the 
decision of the judge of the first instance, 
holding that the Copyright Act of 1911 
was not in force in Ireland after at least 
the 3lst March, 1922. 

It was true that the Act of 1927 re- 
ferred to, Part VI. of which is a Copy- 
right Act, purported to repeal the Copy- 
right Act, 1911. This repeal was to be 
retroactive and to operate as from the 6th 
December, 1921, the date of the Treaty 
above referred to, but the repeal was not 
to prejudice rights '' acquired before that 
date.” This saving was, however, in the 
view of the Supreme Court, of no avail to 
the appellants, because, though both the 
works in question had acquired protec- 
tion in Ireland before the 6th December, 
1921, the appellants, who took by assign- 
ments executed after that date, had not, 
in the opinion of the Supreme Court, 
‘acquired their right before the 6th 
December, 1921,” and, since the Act ol 
1927 did not otherwise preserve or create 
copyright except in works first published 
in the Irish Free State, or of which the 
authors were citizens of or resident im 
the Irish Free State, the appellants were, 
in their view, without any protection 
at all, 


tion of the 


QUESTION OF FACT. 


On the question of fact as to whether 
the respondents had committed a breach 
or the Act ot 1911, supposing that Act 
to be in operation, the Supreme Court 
held as follows :— 

‘It appears from the evidence and 
admissions in the case that upon August 
llth, 1926, the St. James’s Brass and 
Reec Band performed in a bandstand 
upon the Bray Esplanade a programme of 
music which ineluded a _ waltz from 
‘Venus on Earth’ and a selection 
from ‘Lilac Time.’ The bandstand 
was surrounded by an enclosure, and 
a charge was made for admission, An 
attempt was made by the defence to show 
that the performance by the .band was 
under a licence from the plaintiffs, but 
this ground of defence was practically 
abandoned, and the case proceeded upon 
the basis that. if the plaintiffs possessed 
the copyright they claimed, the defendants 
had infringed it, and were liable accord- 
ingly.” 

Although the Supreme Court made this 
statement, counsel for the respondents, 
before dealing with the constitutional ques- 
tions involved, advanced in the forefront 
of their argument the contention that no 
constitutional question arose for decision 
at all, because (assuming that the Copy- 
right Act, 1911, applied an“ determined 
the rights of the parties) upon the facts 
of the case no infringement of copyright 
had been committed within the provisions 
of that Act. 

Objection was taken by the appellants 
that such a contention was not open to 
the respondents, on the grounds (amongst 
others) that the trial judge had found 
infringement upon the facts, and that in 
the Supreme Court. as was stated in the 
judgment of that Court, “ the case pre- 
ceeded upon the basis that, if the plain- 
tiffs possessed the copyright they claimed, 
the defendants had infringed it, and were 
liable accordingly.” á 

The appellants were, however, willing 
that the point should be open to the re- 
spondents upon the terms that certain 
correspondence which was scheduled as 
“read” in the order of the trial judge 
should be available for this Board, not- 
withstanding that only one of the letters 
had been included in the record. 

It appeared to their lordships that it 
would be impossible for them to attempt 
to reconsider a finding of fact Sy the trai 
judge without having before them all the 
materials upon which, according to his 
formal order he had relied, and which the 
Supreme Court must have taken into con- 
sideration had they been invited to review 
the judge’s finding of infringement. 


CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTIONS. 


After dealing with the history of the 
case, the Lord Chancellor turned to the 
important constitutional sand other 
questions involved. It is urged by the 
respondents, he sajd— 

(1) That the Board has no jurisdiction 
to hear this appeal. 

(2) That the Copyright Act of 1911 was 
not in force in Ireland after midnight ot 
the Sth December, 1922, or, at any rete, 
only to a iimited extent, as hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

(3) That by Section 174 of the 1927 Act, 
passed by the Oireachtas, the ¢ opyrig 
Act of 1911 was, in fact, repealed, with 
no saving of the appellants’ rights; and 
lastly — : 

(4) That by the Act of 1929, entitled 
‘The Copyright (Preservation) Act, 
1929, by the Oireachtas on the 
24th July of last year, this Court is pre- 
vented from giving any remedy in respect 

ringements by reason of Section 

the terms of which are set forth in a 


later part. of his judgment.

The argument advanced by counsel for 
the respondents upon this point ranged 
over a variety of topics and historical 
incidents, some of which appeared to their 
lordships to be hardly germane to the 
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debate. They traced the original juris- 
diction of the Privy Council, admitting 
that anybody in His Majesty’s Dominions 
had a right to appeal to the prerogative, 
in the exercise of which His Majesty 
would be guided by the advice of this 
Board, but they contended that this 
right had never been applied to 
Great Britain or Ireland, as they 
were separate kingdoms, to which the 
doctrine did not apply. In their lordships’ 
opinion, however, this point has been con. 
cluded by the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State itself. 

Then it was said that the words, “ His 
Majesty in Council,” must refer to the 
Irish Privy Council, and not to the Priv 
Council in England. Their lordships, by 
the same reasoning as above, could not 
think that the words, “His Majesty in 
Council,” as used in the Irish Free State 
Constitution and in bo : Acts of Parlia- 
ment to which it is scheduled, mean am 
thing else than the Privy Couneil, on 
whose advice His Majesty acts in dealing 
with appeals from the Dominions, 

It is not without interest to observe that 
in the carefully drawn case of the r 
spondents in this appeal as many 2s 
twenty reasons were given why the appea! 
should not be allowed. The point under 
discussion does not find a place in any of 
the twenty reasons so carefully prepared 
and emerged for the first time on the 
second day of the hearing of the appeal. 


THE SECOND POINT. 

As to the second point, that the Copy- 
right Act of 1911 was not in foree im 
Ireland after midnight on the 5th Decem- 
ber, 1922; or, alternatively, that it was 
only in force to such limited extent as 
protected persons who were citizens of or 
resident in the Irish Free State, or works 
first published in the Irish Free State, it 
is on this question that the Supreme 
Court differed from the Court of first 
instance. 

Their lordships are of opinion that this 
reasoning is not correct. It might be 
sound if there was no definition of «he 
phrase ‘‘ self-governing Dominion “ in the 
Act; for then any part of the Empire 
which became a self-governing Dominion 
subsequent to the passing of the Art 
might enjoy the advantages conferred by 
the Act upon such territories. Unfor- 
tunately, however, for the argument, as 
above pointed out by Section 35 “ self- 
governing Dominion ” is specifically de- 
fined and restricted, and the definition 
does not include Ireland. The proper 
way to interpret the Act would be, 
wherever the words “ seli-governing 
Dominion ’’ occur to read in the defint 
tion, and it would then be immediately 
seen that the words would be “: Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and Newfoundland.’’ It is only by read- 
ing into Section do of the Copyright Act, 
1911, words that it does not contain that 
the Supreme Court arrived at their con- 
clusion. 

It cannot be said that the position in 
Treland was in anv way equivalent to 
the position in America when the. Pilerim 
Fathers landed there. 
Ireland was a highly civilised country, 
which had for generations been livine 
under a code of law, and it is not a 
question of what laws the Free State 
“ took over.’’ 


LAWS CONTINUED. 

Their lordships think that it is not a 
question of what laws “ came over ” at 
the critical moment, but that the richt 
view to take is that by virtue of Article 
75 all such laws as were in force imme- 
diately before the 6th December, 1922, 
continued and remained in force, except 
so jar as they were inconsistent with the 
Constitution, and they cannot hold that 
the Copyright Act, 1911. and its pro- 
Visions were in any way inconsistent with 
the Constitution. In this their lordships 
are confirmed by the attitude and opinion 
of the Irish Parliament itself. By 
the Industrial and Commercial Property 
(Protection) Act, 1927, S. 4, it was pro- 
vided that ““the Acts mentioned in the 
first schedule to the Act are repealed ,’” 
and one of the Acts so repealed was the 
Copyright Act, 1911. The Irish legislature 
evidently thought that the Copyright Act 
was still In existence, and not only so, but 
having repealed it by part 6 of the Act, 
it re-enacted a new code of copyright. 

Counsel for the respondents, faced wit! 
this. difficulty, was obliged to argue in 
the somewhat rhethorical phrase alread, 
referred to, that, although the whole 
Copyright Act had not ‘* come over,” part 
‘came over,” namely, the part referring 
to works by persons who were citizens 
of or resident in the Irish Free State, 
and to works first published in the Irish 
Free State, and. therefore, 16 was neces- 
sary for the Irish Free State Parliament 
to repeal that part of the Act which had 
‘come over,” The short answer to this 
argument is that there is no trace of anv 
such idea to be found from first to last 
in any document, whether Act, Treaty 
or Constitution, and no facts and no 
reasons were given to support it, 


THE THIRD QUESTION, 

Their lordships now turn to the third 
question, that by Section 174 of the 
Industrial and Commercial Property (Pro- 
tection) Act, 1927, the Copyright Act, 
1911, was repealed with no saving of the 
appellants’ rights. This depends upon 
the meaning of the word “' acquired * jn 
Section 174 (1), which provides as 
follows :— 

“The repeal of the Copyright Act, 1911, 
by this Act shail not, save as otherwise 
expressly provided in this part of this 
Act, add to, derogate from, or otherwise 
affect any copyright or other right 
acquired before the 6th day of December, 
1921, under, or by virtue of, the Copy- 
right Act, 1911, or any other made there- 
under,”’ 

The contention of the respondents, which 
was supported by the Supreme Conrt, was 
that, as the rights which the appellants were 
seeking to enforce had been acquired by them 
only after the 6th day of December, 1921,

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board yesterday, the Chairman, 
Mr. C. McGloughlin, made the following 
stalement :— : i 

Jt will be within the reeollection of the 
members of the Board, he sail, that; nm 1928, 
when the Ports and Harbours Tribunal held 
an inquiry into.the working of the Port of 
Dublin, strong representations were made by

I am sure that. the members will be glad 
to know that the slow rate of discharge re- 
ferred to at the inquiry by some “members 
and officials of the Board bas -heen in a 
measure improved, the rajfe of discharge 
out in the River Plate and ‘Australian 
charter forms having been now. increased 
to 600 tons per day for Dubhu and Belfast, 
which is very gratifying, and which will be 
an additional inducement to shipowners to 
use the Port of Dublin. Heretofore this was 
the only matter. which shipowners could take 
exception to with regaid to the despatch of 
vessels at the Port of Dublin. . The rate at 
which general cargoes are discharged at 
Dublin will: also bear favourable comparison 
with the best British ports.

Mr. WESTROPP BENNETT (Chairman) 
presided ate the meeting of thie Free State 
Senate yesterday. 

Pending receipt of a report from the Ports 
and’ Harbours Tribunal the second stage of 
the Cork Harbour Bill was postponed until 
October 22nd next. 

Ov the motion-of Mr, MILROY, the Senate 
approved of the following conventions (all of 
which had. been approved by Dail Eireann 
on the previous day), and recommended. the 
Executive Coundil to take the appropriate 
steps for thei? ratification :'— : 

(a)—— Concerning unemployment, etc, ; in- 
demnity:incases of loss or foundering of 4 
ship ; 

(b)—Fixing the minimum age for the ad- 
mission of young persons to employment as 
trimmers ‘or stokers ; 

(¢)—Coneérning the ‘compulsery medical] 
examination of children and young, persons 
employed at sea ; : 

(d)—Concerning the simplification of the 
inspection of emigrants on board ship; 

(e) Concerning seamen’s articles of agree- 
ment; and I 

(f)—Concerning the 
men 

Conventions concerning the 
the weights on heavy packages transported 
hy vessels, and the protection against acei- 
dents of workers employed in loading and 
unloading ships; concerning the application 
of the weekly rest in industrial undertakings ; 
and concerning the equality of treatment for 
national and foreign workers as regards 
workmen's compensation for accidents, and 
the creation of minimum  wage-fixing 
machinery. 

(In the Dail the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce laid down the period of rest in 
industrial undertakings as a period of twenty- 
four consecutive hours in every seven days.) 


LEGISLATION REQUIRED. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that the. six first- 
mentioned conventions had been adopted by 
representative. Governments, shipowners and 
employés in the shipping industry, Bo 
far as the Free State was concerned 
not a great deal of new legislation 
would be requifed, but some legislation 
would be required, although the Merchant 
Sipping Act, under which they were 
working, would eoyer the greater part of 
the conventions that were velerred to in the 
rhotion. He would like to know from. the 
Minister when he would be likely to bring 
forward legislation -on the subject. 

Mr. FARKREN, in supporting the motion. 
said. that there Was an important. principle 
involved in the matters referred to. It was 
open tp. ihe Honse to ratify. the eovenants 
made by representatives of the nations in the 
interests of the workers. 

Mr. COMYN said that ihere was a large 
number of Irish seamen, and it was therefore 
of vital importance that those conventions 
which were arrived. at at Geneva should be 
implemented as soon as possible. He under- 
stood that the conventions had received 
Varliamentary sanction in England and in 
Furopeat: countries. It was very desirable 
that there should be inspection of emigrants 
on-board ships, and he hoped that the number 
of emigrants would be steadily redaced. 

Mr. .MeGILLIGAN said that legislation 
te give effect to the conventions would be 
introduced in the autumn. 

Mr. DOWDALUE said that he was glad to 
hear that the bill was under consideration. 
ile hoped that those who were interested in 
shipping would be given an opportunity oi 
vousidering the details of the bill before its 
introduction. 

INSURANCE OF . 
> 
MIGRATORY WORKERS. 

Mr. MeELLIN moved:—‘‘ That it is 
expedient that a’ Joint Committee of the 
Seanad and the Dail be set up to investigate 
the hardships inflicted on Irish workers con- 
sequent on the fact that they do not receive 
msurance benefits in the Saorstát in respect 
of contributions paid by them and on their 
behalf while employed in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, and to report on the most 
suitable means to remdve or alleviate these 
hardships: that seven Senators represent the 
Seanad on the said Joint Committee.” 

Mr. JOHNSON said that there was a creat 
deal of complexity about this problem, and 
he thought that it would be useful if th. 
Senate and Dail agreed to appoint a Joint 
Committée to investigate the subject, and the 
hardships which . workers and migratory 
labourers suffered by reason of not receiving 
unemployment henefits. -lrish migratory 
workers who contributed to the fund in 
England received nothing when they returned 
home, but that was partly their own fault, 
because they had not applied for exemption 
'eards, and had thus forfeited any benefit that 
might aecrue. 

There. was need for some understanding and 
agreement hetween the various authorities. 
but he thought that. it was uniust to hase 
their claim upon allegations of hostility and 
suggestions of illavill and enmity. The Irish 
migratory worker found employment across 
the water, and for the privilege of earning 
money he could not complain if a toll was 
charged on him. He thought, however, that 
there was a good case ta he made on the 
standpoint of equity. and justice, and that 
these migratory workers who had paid con 
tributions to the insurance fund in England 
and Scotland should have some benefit ont of 
that.. fund, The same might be said of 
seamen. 

The whole problem was worthy of exami 
nation, and he hoped that the Minister 
would look favourably on the proposal. 
There should be no difficulty in arriving at an 
arrangement by which many who subscribed 
to the Insurance and Health funts in Eng- 
land by Irish migratory workers could: be 
transferred to this country. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN,: Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that he would ask the 
Dail not t® agree to the motion As far as 
unemployment insurance was concerned the 
agricultural labourer who went across to 
Kingland was insured nowhere: he paid 
nothing, and he got nothing in return. The 
hardship was that when other workers 
laboured in another coutitry they paid a 
penny per day, and when they returnéd to 
lreland they got no benefit. With ‘regard 
to seamen, no money was collected from 
them; the money was collected from their 
employers on behalf of the seamen, but the 
seaman drew no benefit, for he had paid 
nothing. “The fairest and best proposition 
that could be made,” said the Minister, “is 
that the British authorities should credit our 
Unemployment and Health Insurance fund 
with the amount that our people paid over 
there, and that we should do the same by 
them; but very few people from England 
and Scotland came over here into insurable 
occupations.’ ‘The suggestion had been 
turned down, and he feared that 
the present Government in England 
were not more vielding than their predeces 
The best calculation that they could 
make was that it would cost the English 
fund £33,000 a year to refund the contri 
butions received by them on behalf of Irish 
migratory workers. 


LOOKING BACKWARDS. 

He asked the. Senate, instead of passing 
this resolution, to look back into the official 
reports of the Dail some two or three years 
Eo when the matter was fully discussed. 

ve situation had not changed since then. 
After reading the official report and consider. 
ing the matter, they might bring forward 
some motion indicating a method of alleviat- 
ing the situation. At the moment he did 
not see any necessity for the Joint. Com- 
mittee mentioned in the motion. 

Mr. BYRNE said that, in consideration 
of what. the Minister had said in the Dail 
three years ago on this matter, and because 
of his assurance that he had the matter now 
in hand, he (Mr. Byrne) would suggest that 
Senator McEllin should not press this motion. 
He feared that it would only weaken the 
position. if the motion were put and de 
feated.

EDUCATION BILL 
IN THE NORTH. 


/ALEEGATIONS AND 
DENIALS, 


A SIX HOURS’ SITTING,

In continuing the debate upon the second 
reading of the Education (Amending) Bill 
in the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, Sir Robert Lynn said that he offered 
no apology for supporting the bill, which 
was merely an amiplification of the Act 
already passed, and was rendered necessary 
by a desire for reasonable changes. Ile 
appreciated the moderate ton® in which Mr. 
Devlin approached the question in his speech 
on the previous day. On the whole, Educa- 
tien Acts were imperfect, and he did not 
for one moment argue that the one they 
were passing that day would be a final bill. 
In. the course of time things would have to 
be altered .in accordance with changing con- 
ditions, 

He denied that any members on the 
Government side of the House were anxious 
to do the slightest wrong to their Roman 
Catholic fellow-countrymen They asked 
nothing for themselves that they did not 
want Roman Catholics to enjoy to the fullest 
extent. Mr, Devlin asked for a generous 
‘* gesture.” The Prime Minister’s speech 
was as fine a gesture as anyone could make. 
He showed tl ,t the Government treated the 
minority as fairly as in any other country 
in the world. The Orange Institution, which 
had an influence in getting this bill intro- 
duced, and was not ashamed of the fact, 
stood for the religious liberty of all sections 
of the community. The bill was an honest 
attempt to meet the religious difficulty, 

He recognised the pecuniary sacrifices that 
the Roman Catholic Church had made in this 
country in the cause of education, and he 
thought that the Government had produced a 
scheme which by mutual forbearance could 
be made a success in the North of Ireland. 

tie was prepared to consider any better 
scheme put forward from :any source, but 
they must not lose sight of the great central 
facts. There must be public control of public 
schools, were public money was spent. Again 
every class must be treated absolutely alike. 


THE APPOINTMENT OF JUDGES. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nat.) said, in reply to 
the Prime Minister’s challenge to show him 
how the Government had been unfair to 
Catholies, he would instance the Representa- 
tion of the People Act last year, which 
tended to place with a minority of voters a 
majority of representatives, and the peopie 
who suffered were Catholics.

Electricity Supply Board for the year ending 
3st March, 1929. One thing I haye in mina 
is the socialistic policy of entering into specu- 
lative trading with taxpayers’ money to the 
detriment of established traders and with no 
benefit. to the country as a whole, That, 
however, is not the object of this letter. My 
object is to draw attention to a matter that 
does not appear to have received the notice 
it. should, a the auditors’ report the follow- 
ing comment occurs ;:— 

“The iter bearing the heading ‘Suspense 
Account’ in the balance sheet refers mainly 
to amounts expended on materials purchased 
for constructional work carried out by con- 
tractors and for the carrying out by the 
Board of wiring contracts.” It also includes 
wages and expenses of electricians employed 
by the Board in connection with wiring con- 
tracts in course of completion. The allocation 
of this expenditure in the books of the Board 
has not vet been made, nor was the stock of 
the materials on hands at 31st March, 1929, 
actually ascertained.’’ 

Reference to the balance sheet shows that 
the suspense account is described as ''“for 
expenditure on materials, wages, etc., not yet 
allocated, iess amounts received as against 
same—£35,704 12s. 1d.’’ 

First of all, it is difficult to understand 
the reference to “ contracts. in course of com- 
pletion,”” because Appendix V. gives a total 
of 1,985 completed installations wired by thie 
Board and ready for connection. These 
1.985 installations are made up of 1,368 hire- 
purchase installations and 617 cash contract 
installations. : 

An alarming state of affairs, therefore, is 
revealed. It is quite plainly stated that 
1,985 installations lew been put into build- 
ings, and it is then admitted that no figures 
ara available to indicate whether the Work 
was carried out at a profit or loss, as '“ the 
allocation of this expenditure... has not 
been made.” There are no figures showing 
the total selling value of wiring work done 
during the accounting period. Even the stock 
value of materials on hands was not ascer- 
tained. 

In a properly organised electrical contract- 
ing business the actual cost of each and 
every one of the 1,985 installations would 
have been known within a week of com- 
pletion, and at the end of the accounting 
veriod a proper balance sheet would have 
een produced. It would be imteresting to 
hear what explanation the Board have to 
offer for this state of affairs. 

The public have a right to know the use to 
which their money is being put. When it is 
being used for speculative trading purposes 
such as those undertaken by the Board, tax- 
pavers ought to be assured that proper and 
careful records are being kept of cost and 
selling prices. Taxpayers ought not be left 
with an indefinite ‘“‘ suspense account '' 
installations ‘‘ in course of completion,’’ when 
nearly 2,000 installations are quite definitely 
stated as complete and ready for connection, 
in regard to waich records ought to be avail- 
able. ' 

| cannot help thinking that, had the ccsts 
been allocated to each installation as the 
work proceeded, there would have been 
a drastic revision of the absurdly low 
quotations — that have scandalised  re- 
sponsible electrical installation contractors. 
and have forced them to the  coneln- 
sion that the poly of the Board has been, 
and still is, to squeeze out the private 
trader. Now that the report and balance 
sheet have been roduced, installation 
elgineers whose livelihood has been so un 
reasonably attacked, and who incidentally are 
taxpayers, demand that a searching inquiry 
be instituted into the aceounting system of 
the sales, contract and wiring department of 
the Electricity Supply Board. I[t ought to 
be insisted upon that the cost of materials, 
labour, establishment charges, depreciation, 
advertisements, etc., should be shown against 
the selling prices and the profit or loss 
established. 

[t is how twelve months since the close of 
the period under review. What has been 
dene in the meantime to put matters in 
order? Are we to wait another twelve months 
before learning what has been the financial 
result of the State’s enterprise as a shop- 
keeper, speculating with taxpayers’ money in

Sin,—Both the Government Party and the 
Fianna Fail Pdrty maintain that it is their 
poliey to incrdase the industrial output of 
this country so as to bring about a better 
place for the agricultural industry. in a 
country which has for years been practically 
wholly agricultural to turn to indiustriaitem 
in a very short time is always difficult, and 
one of the chief reasons is that there are 
not enough skilled managers and tradesmen 
to undertake the running of these industries. 
There is also a feeling in the country that 
it is better for the boys in the family to be 
sent te universities and to become profes- 
sional men, in professions which are grossly 
overcrowded and in which it is hard for them 
to make a decent living. 

If, instead of this, some of these boys “were 
sent into engineering works and various 
industrial concerns, where they could undergo 
a thorough training, both technical and 
practical, they would be of far more use to 
the country in the future, and would also be 
in a position to carve out better careers for 
themselves. Parents in the Free State should 
understand that in these days there are 
happier and more prosperous futures for their 
bovs in industry than in professions. 

Not enough is known at the moment of tlie 
various apprenticeship schemes which are 
available, and we should like to draw atien- 
tion to the dearth of really suitable boys 
coming forward as apprentices in what ts 
now a very flourishing and rising business— 
the motor car distribution and repair busi- 
ness. There are endless opportunities in this 
business for the right type of man who has 
had a thorough training, and there is no limit 
to how far he can go; yet many parents 
look down upon such careers for their 
children, and are not willing to allow them 
to work with their hands for the few years 
necessary in order to get a really practical 
experience, which is essential to the complete 
training in this, or any other, industry. 

As this matter is of vital national im- 
portance, we think that the Government 
might encourage the movement for the train- 
ing of boys, particularly in engineering 
trades. We feel that, if something is not 
done in this connection, the Free State will 
be very seriously handicapped in the tuture. 
Even farming is becoming mechanised, and 
only those countries with good engmeers can 
hope to keep in the van of. progress. It 1s 
for this reason mainly that we draw the 
attention of parerts and the youth of the 
eountrv to what is necessary for the protec- 
tion of the best interests of the community. —

The last- 
named is consiaerably fancied to-day, as he 
receives 15lb. from Lovat Scout and Blen- 
heim, and it is doubtful if he is that amount 
behind classic form. He has not yet won 
a race, but last year he was placed in three 
of his six races.” In the Champagne Stakes 
at Doncaster he was three lengths behind 
Blenheim at level weights. Yet again it is 
not certain that he will maintain his juvenile 
superiority to Golden Dawn. This colt of 
Lord Dewar’s is a son of Papyrus, and 
should, therefore, improve with age, and 
should also possess. stamina above the 
ordinary. Last year in the placings behind 
Eyes Front in the Prendergast’ Stakes at 
Newmarket he was only .a ect head behind 
Christopher Robin on level terms: Anthn- 
rium s form last. year was fairly useful, and 
Uromatto may spring a surprise, but Blen- 
heim and Golden Dawn seem ta be the best 
at, the weights, and I take sides with Golden 
Dawn. 

The Chieveloy Handicap Stakes is a sprint 
affair. Ophir won in good style at Lincoln, 
but I have more fancy for Mellin, who is very 
speedy when at his best. The best at the 
weights , however, may be Golden King, who 
is a winner over the course. and who is 
reported to have been well galloped recently. 
Mellin is the obvious danger. 

The Berkshire Maiden Plate is a race 
which will be dangerous to stay-at-home 
backers. Among those which are fancied are 
Ut Majeur, The Masher, Robin a Bobb:n 
and Roar. The two last-named ran in the 
Union Jack Stakes at, Liverpool, and will be 
all the better for that outing It is with 
very little confidence that I select Roar. 

Some thirty runners are expected to face 
the starter in the Beckhampton Plate.

INCREASED CHARGES 
PROPOSED. 


—_—_————_ 


A meeting of the Rates Advisory Com- 
mittee was held in the City Hall, Dublin, 
yesterday, for the purpose of considering the 
rates of charges for parcels carried on omni- 
buses owned by the railway companies. 
Judge O'Brien presided. 

Mr. M. Hanrahan, assistant traffic manager, 
Great Southern Railways Company, in a 
statement of evidence, said that in accordance 
with the requirements of the Railway Road 
Motor Services Act a schedule of maximum 
charges for the conveyance of parcels by 
road motor was submitted to the Minister. 
Modifications were made, and the schedule 
was approved by the Minister, but, in giving 
effect to it, many difticulties of a practical 
kind arose. It was not simple for conductors 
to use, hence a new schedule was now put 
before the Committee for approval. 

Mr. Hanrahan, in submitting the new 
schedule, said that “buses conveying pas- 
sengers were ill-adapted for parcels traffic 
outside ordinary personal luggage. The 
object of the railway company was to hold 
that traffic to the railway, with its ample 
means for proper bookmg, checking, loading, 
conveyance and collection of charges on 
parcels, 


SUGGESTED CHARGES. 


The suggested seale of charges for parcels, 
bicycles, perambulators and dogs by ‘bus 
was :— 

6d. for all parcels up to 7Ib, 
ls. for all parcels up to 14Ib. 

The scale varied, according to the weights, 
from 1s, 6d. for 211b. carried 20 miles to 5s. 
for 56]b. earried over 50 miles, 

Other suggested charges were :— 

Bicycles (accompanied), 1s. up to 20 
miles to ls. 6d. for over 50 miles. 

Bicyeles (unaccompanied), 1s. 6d. to 
2s. 6d. over 50 miles. 

Perambulators (accompanied), half 
parcels rate. 

Perambulators 
cels rate. 

Dogs (accepted only if accompanied) 
at half passenger rate. Small dogs free 
at conductor's discretion. 


CONVEYANCE BY TRAIN. 


In reply to the Chairman, Mr. Haseranon 
said that the arangements for the collection 
and delivery of parcels were for conveyance 
by train. The Great Northern Railway Cem- 
pany was also doing the same. 

The members of the Committee then dis 
cussed with Mr. Hanrahan the details of the 
proposed charges.

was that ‘any minimum charge below, say, 
4d., irrespective of distance, was uneconomi 
cal. As regards grading of weights, a rough 
and ready system of stones and _ half-stones 
would be preferable, and the minimum weight 
of 2lb. should be increased to Sib. 

Having regard to all the circumstances, 
the company considered that the time had 
arrived when they could reasonably ask for 
an increase in the maximum charges for the 
conveyance of parcels by ‘bus. 

These were as follow :— 

Parcels, 2 lb., 2d. up to 10 miles, to 6d. up 
to 80 miles; 5lb., 3d. up to 10 miles, to 
7d. up to 80 miles; 10 Ib., 5d. up to 10 
miles, to 9d. up to 80 miles; 15 Ib..

Push cars (folding), free, with passenger ; 
unaccompanied, ls. up to 80 miles, 

Bicycles and bassinettes, 1s. up to 80 miles. 

Passengers’ personal luggage free up to 
56 Ib., then 1s, for 20 miles, to 4s. for 80 
miles.

Reserved ian delivered in the 
appeal brought by the Aahidhas in the case 
of Charles McDonagh, 25 Dunville avenue, 
Ranelagh, Dublin, v. Mrs. M. J. Mulholland, 
26 -Dunville avenue, Ranelagh, from a judg- 
ment of. Mr. Justice Johnston and Mr. Justice 
Meredith in the High Court on appeal from 
the.

In a-summary -summons in the Cirouit 
Court the. plaintiff, claimed a mght of was 
over a cinder path, or avenue, on the lands 
of No. 26. Dunville avenue, of- which Mrs. 
Mulholland is the owner, The Circuit Judge 
held that he was entitled to the declaration 
of a right, of way which he claimed, and 
gvanted a permanent injunction, restraining 
the defendant from obstructing the plaintiff 
from using the right of way, allowing the 
plaintiff one shilling damages for obstruction 
and: £31 for costs in the High Court, from 
which the. case had been transterred. 

The judges in the High Court also decided 
in favour of the plaintiff. 

The Chief Justice, eiving indgment, stated 
ihat there was no evidence whatever vro 
duced by. the plaintiff to show that there 
was a right of way attached to his premises. 
He: was accordingly of, opinion. that he had 
failed to establish his. claim to the declara- 
tion which he had songht, and that the 
appeal should be allowed. 

Mr, Justice Fitzgibbon concurred wi 
Chief Justice.
